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Teacher breaks 50-year-old record in 12-hour time trial

A cycling record that stood for 50 
years has been broken by an ama¬ 
teur rider from Surrey. 

Alice Lethbridge, 32, who lives 
in Epsom and teaches at a school 
in Kingston, smashed the women’s 
record for distance travelled in a 
12-hour time trial. 

She rode 285.645 miles, record¬ 
ing an average speed of 23.8 miles 
per hour, on the E2/12 course in 
Cambridgeshire on August 13. 


The record was set in 1967, when 
the legendary Beryl Burton went 
277.25 miles, meaning Miss Leth¬ 
bridge rode more than eight miles 
further. 

She said: “I was almost 
peer-pressured into trying to 
break it. A friend gave me a break¬ 
down of how far I would have to go 
by what time to beat it, and from 
about two hours in I was up on 
that. 

“But even though I was up on 
it there was a long time left, so I 
always had that worry. I had rid¬ 
den for 12 hours once a few years 
ago, stopping a lot. That was my 


biggest worry: riding for that long 
continuously, but I do really enjoy 
the long distances. 

Beryl Burton’s record was the 
longest standing time trial record. 

The day she set it, it was the re¬ 
cord for both men and women. 

Miss Lethbridge, who is a head 
of year and teaches biology at 
Tiffin Girls School, began cycling 
seriously after going to watch the 
Olympic Box Hill race in 2012. 

She said: “I used to be a runner 
but I had a lot of injuries. I tried 
cycling as a way to keep fit but get 
injured less often, and I really en¬ 
joyed it. 


“It was a shaky start when in 
one of my first races I went really 
off course and nearly ended up on 
the motorway. I got a few good re¬ 
sults on basic equipment so people 
started to suggest I give up run¬ 
ning and focus on cycling.” 

In June, Miss Lethbridge set a 
women’s national record for 100 
miles, covering the distance in 
three hours, 42 minutes and 37 
seconds. 

Now in her third season of cy¬ 
cling competitively, she has ridden 
with the Drag2Zero team since 
January, with whom she has bro¬ 
ken several set-distance records.

A determined writer who suf¬ 
fers from epileptic seizures 
has conquered the moun¬ 
tains of Spain to prove what 
her body is still capable of 
and raise money for charity 
this summer. 

Fran Turauskis, 28, from 
Hook, made the 500-mile hike 
across the northern route of 
the Camino de Santiago, in 
Spain, in five weeks for Epi¬ 
lepsy Action and the British 
Heart Foundation. 

The epilepsy sufferer who 
was diagnosed in 2014 after 
having her first seizure seven 
years ago at university decid¬ 
ed she wanted to prove that 
she can still have some con¬ 
trol of her body and “break 
the fear and taboo” around 
a condition which is still 
“misunderstood”. 

Ms Turauskis said: “I have 
always been independent 
and went travelling before I 
was diagnosed three years 
ago. 

“My first seizure was at 
university seven years ago 


and they have been on and 
off ever since before I started 
medication for them. 

“It became harder to 
travel and people thought I 
wouldn’t be able to do it again 
but I haven’t had a seizure in 
two years now and I wanted 
another adventure - another 


physical challenge to prove I 
could do it. 

“I always use to hike when 
I was younger so I typed into 
Google “long walk and moun¬ 
tains” and up came the Cami¬ 
no de Santiago.” 

Determined to complete 
the ancient pilgrims’ route 


on her own with no form of 
transport Ms Turauskis set 
up a Justgiving page to help 
raise awareness about the 
condition and raise funds for 
charities close to her heart. 

“I wasn’t scared to do it 
on my own and it was really 
great because it is a popular 
walk and I met people and I 
was able to talk about my ep¬ 
ilepsy which I think is impor¬ 
tant,” added the writer. 

“I wanted to prove to my¬ 
self I could still do something 
so physical - it was really 
challenging in places espe¬ 
cially at the start and you are 
constantly walking over big 
mountains but it was really 
fun. 

“I got some really painful 
blisters and there were days 
of pure tiredness that you 
just had to walk through, but 
I did it. 

“I am really proud as it was 
a big accomplishment and 
shown me what my body can 
handle and that it is tougher 
than it used to be.” 

Before taking her first step 
the hiker had manage to raise 
around £700 for the epilepsy 
charities and around £300 for 
BHF.

Stroke survivor on 
his bike for charity 


A hospital boss has defended 
planned “talk and tour” con¬ 
sultations after criticisms from 
an ME 

Chris Grayling, MP for Ep¬ 
som & Ewell, believes the up¬ 
coming public engagements at 
Epsom and St Helier hospitals 
are “not a proper consultation 
exercise, and the NHS is no¬ 
where near making any deci¬ 
sions even about whether it 
will make changes to the cur¬ 
rent hospital set-up”. 

The four talk and tour ses¬ 
sions, to be held in September, 
are to “find out” public opinion 
regarding the hospital possibly 
obtaining £300 to 400 million to 
create a specialist acute facility 
for sick patients. 

Mr Grayling said: “It’s pret¬ 
ty clear that the Epsom and 
St Helier Trust has ploughed 
ahead with this exercise with 
little or no enthusiasm from 
other parts of the NHS about 
what it is doing. I have been 
assured that the outcome of 
the discussion will have little 
or no bearing on future deci¬ 
sion making. 

“We have always said that 
I support improvements to 
healthcare for our area, and I 
have also always said that if 
there were a genuinely credi¬ 
ble plan for a new hospital, it 
would at least merit a serious 
discussion locally. But this 
exercise is not that credible 
plan. 

“Crucially there is no com¬ 
mitment from the NHS to the 
principle of funding a brand 
new hospital in SW London, 


where in recent years the 
push has been to reduce and 
not increase the number of 
hospital sites. There are a 
whole range of other unan¬ 
swered questions about the 
detail of this.” 

Daniel Elkeles, chief exec¬ 
utive of Epsom and St Heli¬ 
er Hospital, has fired back 
by saying their engagement 
campaign is crucial in re¬ 
pairing “ageing buildings”. 

He warned that future gen¬ 
erations will not be able to 
continue like we are now un¬ 
less something is done. 

Mr Elkeles continued: 
“That’s exactly why we re¬ 
cently launched an engage¬ 
ment campaign to get people 
talking about the long term 
future of our hospitals. 

“It is very helpful that one 
of our MPs has said that a 
genuinely credible plan for 
a new hospital would merit 
a serious conversation, be¬ 
cause that is exactly what 
this engagement exercise is 
designed to be the first step 
in achieving. 

“We need £300 to £400 mil¬ 
lion to build a specialist 
acute hospital facility, which 
we believe is what the people 
of Epsom and all our catch¬ 
ment deserve. 85 per cent of 
our patients would continue 
to be seen and cared for as 
they are now, and those most 
at risk or acutely sick would 
benefit from a dedicated fa¬ 
cility where they can be seen 
and treated quickly by our 
most senior clinical staff.”

A stroke survivor from Chess- 
ington is to take on the Stroke 
Association’s Thames Bridges 
Bike Ride. 

Neil Irvine, 47, woke up one 
morning in February this 
year feeling dizzy and with the 
room spinning. 

He later found out that he 
had had a stroke. 

Neil said: “I remember 
thinking that what was hap¬ 
pening to me could be a stroke. 
I told my wife and she quick¬ 
ly dialled 999. Unfortunately, 
the emergency service didn’t 
come out, but as time went on 
we knew something wasn’t 
right so my wife took me to 
hospital. 

“I count myself very lucky 
in that it only affected my bal¬ 
ance and hadn’t effected my 
speech or one side of my body, 
like so many of the other peo¬ 
ple that have a stroke. 

“I was in hospital for four 
days in total, each day there 
I pushed myself to get back 
on my feet. I still get a little 
light-headed every now and 
again during the day, and 
sometimes I have a few dizzy 
spells.

“After four months, I bought 
myself a bike to see if this 
would improve my balance 
further - and I now can’t get 
off it. I enjoy every moment on 
the bike, and I exercise around 
five times a week. 

“I can now manage to ride 
around 20 miles, but I’m hop¬ 
ing to improve on that. This 
is one of the reasons why I 
entered the Thames Bridges 
Bike Ride. I’m taking on the 35- 
mile route; I thought that if I 
set myself a goal then it would 
give me an incentive to push 
further. 

“I know first-hand what it’s 
like to have a stroke, and also 
to witness one. Four days af¬ 
ter I’d had my stroke my best 
friend also had a stroke. I nev¬ 


er really understood about 
stroke until I experienced it 
myself, and wouldn’t wish it 
on anyone. 

“I’m now doing all I can to 
help raise awareness and vi¬ 
tal funds for the charity This 
is quite a big challenge for 
me following my stroke, but I 
know I’ll feel so proud when I 
make it to the finish line.” 

The Thames Bridges Bike 
Ride will take place on Octo¬ 
ber 1, starting in Chiswick 
with participants undertaking 
a 55, 35 or eight-mile circular 
route through London. 

Emma Evans, events man¬ 
ager at the Stroke Association, 
said: “With around 1.2 million 
people across the UK living 
with the devastating impact of 
stroke, it is vital that we have 
people like Neil at our Thames 
Bridges Bike Ride to raise 
funds and help us conquer 
stroke. The money raised will 
fund vital research and sup¬ 
port for stroke survivors, as 
well as help to prevent people 
from having a stroke. 

“We’re delighted that Neil 
has made such a great recov¬ 
ery from his stroke and is tak¬ 
ing on the challenge for us.”

ANNUAL CANVASS forms have 
been sent out to all residents in 
the borough to ensure that the 
electoral register is up to date 
and identify any residents who 
are not registered.

The annual 
canvass is a review of the electoral 
register which the council must 
carry out every year and helps to 
identify any residents which are 
not registered preventing them 
from voting in any elections.lt is a 
requirement by law to complete 
and return the form even if you 
are not eligible to vote in the UK 
and failure to return the completed 
form is an offence which could 
include a fine of up to £1,000. 
Research by the independent 
Electoral Commission indicates 
that recent home movers are far 
less likely to be registered than 
those that have lived at the same 
address for a long time. The coun¬ 
cil has also advised that if you’re 
not on the register, you may find 
it difficult when applying for mort¬ 
gages, loans, insurance or credit, 
as credit reference agencies use 
the register to check addresses 
of applicants. Registering to pay 
council tax does not automatically 
register you to vote. 

RESIDENTS ARE begging a 
landowner to take action against 
travellers “churning up” a park 
in Epsom.

AN Epsom drug dealer who 
hurled a sock full of cocaine 
into a garden while trying to run 
away from police has been jailed. 

Ricardo McPherson was in a 
car driving through Tadworth 
when it was stopped by Surrey 
Police on July 1. 

The occupants told police they 
were heading to the pub, but 
when stopped 25 minutes later in 
Burge Heath and asked individu¬ 
ally, they could not get their story 
straight to explain why they had 
not gone to the pub. 

McPhearson, 32, from High 
Street in Epsom, saw that police 
were going to search him, so 
threw a sock full of drugs into 
a nearby garden and started to 
run. 

He ran up Brighton Road tailed 
by officers, jumped through a 
number of bushes, but he could 
not keep up the pace and was 
eventually caught by police. 

The sock thrown by McPhear¬ 
son was found to have 19 wraps 
of cocaine inside. 

McPhearson admitted posses¬ 


sion with intent to supply drugs 
and was sentenced at Guildford 
Crown Court on August 11 to five 
years and six months in prison. 

The investigation was part of 


Operation Viking, a dedicated 
team at Surrey Police working 
since before Christmas to crack 
down on cross-border drug 
dealers.

Stewart Wright answers our 
questions ahead of appearing as 
Perks in The Railway Children at 
Richmond Theatre next week... 


ABOARD 
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Tell us about this production of The 
Railway Children: When I first read the 
script I found it warm, funny, moving and 
was really drawn to play the part of Perks. 

My only concern was how they could 
mount a touring production in the wake of 
the York Theatres recent site-specific hit 
version that had played at Kings Cross and 
in New York that starred a real steam train. 

It was only at the read through when the 
designer did the model box showing that I 
realised this version had an equally exciting 
way of bringing trains to life for a family 
audience. 

Are you a fan of the iconic movie starring 
Jenny Agutter and Bernard Cribbins? I 

have been asked this a few times and I’m a 
bit embarrassed to admit I haven’t seen it...I 
think it was just before my time! I’m aware 
it’s a fantastic film and is cherished by many. 
I decided not to watch it while I was 
preparing for the show, but to save it as a 
treat to watch at the end of the run. 

You grew up in East Sheen. What are 
your favourite memories of growing up in 
Richmond-Upon-Thames? Richmond Park 
springs to mind, as it’s an amazing open 
space to have near you when you’re growing 
up. (I liked it so much I even did my 
Geography GCSE project on it, although 
unfortunately the examiner didn’t share my 
enthusiasm) I have fond memories of the 33 
and 37 (now 337) buses along upper 
Richmond Road offering the freedom to 
travel to the bright lights of Richmond, 

Putney and Hammersmith. Cinema trips at 
the Richmond Odeon and general teenage 
moshing about by the river. Rugby was my 
passion as a kid and I played at Rosslyn 
Park in Roehampton from the age of 6. It’s a 
great area for Rugby fans with Twickenham 
down the road, Old Deer Park where London 
Welsh used to play and Richmond Rugby 
club of course. 


What do you enjoy most about playing 
Perks? I love his warmth and humour. In this 
version he is the narrator so it’s fun to be 
connecting directly with the audience. I have 
worked as a Youth Worker as well an actor 
in the past and it was nice to bring some of 
that experience to the scenes I have with the 
children, as he becomes an important role 
model and friend to the children. 

The Railway Children has a fond place is 
many audience members’ hearts, what do 
you think makes the story stay relevant 
for people today? It’s a classic story about 
family, community and childhood. It shows 
me as a new Dad how important a role we 
have as parents and also that you don’t have 
to be a parent to positively impact children’s 
lives. Bring your hankies for the end... 

What can audiences expect from the 
show? To be immersed in Edwardian Britain 
on a charming journey that follows the life of 
a family during a challenging time in their 
life, with warmth, humour and heart.

DETROIT (15): Director Kathryn Bigelow’s slow- 
burning thriller picks at the fresh wounds of 
divided race relations in America by reliving one 
tragic night in a fractured city that resulted in the 
deaths of three black teenagers. Released to 
commemorate the 50th anniversary of the 
shootings at the Algiers Motel, Detroit skilfully 
weaves together multiple character arcs, building 
to a protracted sequence of gut-wrenching terror 
that draws uncomfortable parallels with the 
present day. Screenwriter Mark Boal employs his 
journalistic training to distil personal accounts into 
a rich, textured portrait of civil unrest, intimidation 
and injustice. Handheld camerawork stokes 
tension and sweat-drenched performances from a 
fine ensemble cast are horribly believable. We 
have nowhere to hide from the film’s crushing 
emotional blows. 

LOGAN LUCKY (12A): Crime still pays for Oscar- 
winning filmmaker Steven Soderbergh, director 
of Ocean’s Eleven and its sequels, in a criminally 
entertaining caper, which sacrifices plausibility for 
quirky characters and generous belly laughs. The 
unlikely masterminds are downtrodden redneck 
brothers (Channing Tatum, Adam Driver), whose 
hare-brained scheme makes one convict (Daniel 
Craig) snort: “You must be as simple-minded as 
people say!” “People say that?” retort the lovable 
siblings in stereo. Rebecca Blunt’s lean script en¬ 
gineers unexpected twists and some slickly or¬ 
chestrated set-pieces within a compact two-hour 
running time. Logan Lucky gambles on the innate 
charm and likeability of the principal cast, and they 
dutifully steal our affections. 

THE HITMAN’S BODYGUARD (15): The heady 
musk of bromance pervades as Samuel L Jack- 
son and Ryan Reynolds wedge tongues firmly in 
cheek to play the hitman and his protector in Pat¬ 
rick Hughes’s high-octane action comedy. 

The Hitman’s Bodyguard is a fitfully entertain¬ 
ing, testosterone-saturated romp that borrows the 
basic premise of the 1977 Clint Eastwood thriller 
The Gauntlet and orchestrates mayhem around 


the fractious on-screen chemistry of its two leads. 
Reynolds and Jackson relish the potty-mouthed 
dialogue but it’s co-star Salma Hayek who sinks 
her painted talons deepest into every scene. She is 
a delirious delight as the latter man’s snarling, sex- 
charged wife, who makes her entrance by severing 
a carotid artery with a beer bottle and spits choice 
expletives from her perfectly glossed lips. She per¬ 
fectly embodies the film’s outlandish, knockabout 
spirit. 

AN INCONVENIENT SEQUEL: TRUTH TO POWER 

(PG): A few minutes into Jon Shenk and Bonni Co¬ 
hen’s tub-thumping sequel to the Oscar-winning 
2006 documentary An Inconvenient Truth, it be¬ 
comes apparent that there is one renewable en¬ 
ergy source the world has yet to harness: former 
United States vice president Al Gore’s boundless 
determination to prick consciences about the ef¬ 
fects of global warming. The avuncular messiah of 
the modern age loudly bangs a drum for action and 
words on climate change, spreading his message 
during a turbulent period of political upheaval in¬ 
cluding the election of Donald Trump, who lambast¬ 
ed global warming as a “very expensive hoax”. Like 
its predecessor, the film incorporates segments 
from Gore’s slide-show lectures. Breathtaking im¬ 
ages of the statesman atop a rapidly melting gla¬ 
cier in Greenland are intercut with snappy sound¬ 
bites that anoint Gore as the lone voice of reason 
capable of deviating us from self-destruction. 

THE DARK TOWER (12A): Based on Stephen 
King’s compelling series of fantasy novels, The 
Dark Tower illuminates a titanic battle between 
good and evil in parallel universes, seen through 
the eyes of a conflicted 11-year-old boy (Tom 
Taylor). A sprightly running time leaves no room for 
character development, and the emaciated script 
fails to make explicit the stakes or repercussions 
for the young hero as he blunders through thrill- 
starved set-pieces including a showdown with a 
computer-generated scorpion-like predator. Jake 
Chambers (Taylor) is traumatised by the death 
of his firefighter father. He stumbles through a 


portal to a post-apocalyptic realm called Mid- 
World where a mysterious man named Roland De- 
schain (Idris Elba) hankers for revenge against evil 
sorcerer Walter Padick (Matthew McConaughey), 
who intends to destroy a tower at the centre of 
the universe. The apocalypse beckons and it can’t 
come quickly enough. 

EVERYTHING, EVERYTHING (12A): Based on 
Nicola Yoon’s young adult novel, Everything, Eve¬ 
rything is a relentlessly cute teen romance be¬ 
tween two neighbours, whose path to true love is 
obstructed by cruel fate. Director Stella Meghie 
revels in the beauty of her lead actors, who 


exchange lustful glances in slow motion and share 
a trembling first kiss while Fourth of July fireworks 
explode in the night sky. Amandla Stenberg is lu¬ 
minous as the stricken heroine with the compro¬ 
mised immune system, whose daydreams unfold in 
life-size versions of the cardboard models she 
constructs for an online architecture course. “I’m 
not a princess,” she assures co-star Nick Robin¬ 
son, effortlessly embodying a long-haired, skate¬ 
boarding dreamboat. “Good,” he replies, “because 
I’m not a prince.” The film’s target audience of 
social media-sawy teenage girls will probably 
disagree.

Should you choose a homebuyer's 
or a full structural survey? Here 
Fine & Country explain the 
importance of home surveys and 
what's available 

You've found the home of your 
dreams but before you get swept 
away, it's important to ensure the 
property is not going to crumble 
around you. People are often 
seduced by the way a property 
looks and feels and then ignore 
peeling paint, crumbling bricks or 
gurgling pipes. But a few hundred 
pounds spent on a property 
survey could save thousands of 
pounds later on. A survey should 
also highlight potential flaws in a 
property, which could help when 
negotiating the price. 

Where do I start? Most 
buyers rely on a mortgage lender's 
valuation. This will reveal serious 
defects that are likely to affect 
the property's value but it is only 
a cursory look at a home by the 
mortgage lender, to ensure it is 
worth the money. 

What is the process? 

A valuation is usually a 
straightforward process. The 
surveyor will check the property 
and assess the value based on 
its general condition, the value of 
homes recently sold in the area 
and the buoyancy of the housing 
market. The report will contain 
a summary of the condition and 


comments on any general faults that 
may exist. This valuation is probably 
enough if purchasing a new build but 
if you are buying an older property, 
then it is worth having a more 
comprehensive survey carried out. 

What sort of survey should 
I have? There are two main kinds 
of survey, which are recognised by 
The Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (www.rics.org) - a 
homebuyer's or a building survey. 
Both are carried out by chartered 
surveyors. A homebuyer's survey 
is more detailed than a valuation 
report. Like the valuation, the survey 
will check the general condition of 
the property and any major faults, 
as well as urgent problems that need 
specialist advice. It will test for damp 
in walls, damage to timbers and the 
condition of damp-proofing. 

It also covers insulation and 
drainage, plus the estimated cost of 
rebuilding the property for insurance 
purposes, along with the value of the 
home on the open market. 

This survey is not suitable for 
properties needing renovation or 
major alterations. For these kinds of 
projects, a full structural survey or 
building survey is required, although 
an in depth building survey can be 
performed on any property. 

It highlights major issues, as 
well as minor defects and the cost of 
repairs, technical information 
on the construction of the property, 


the materials used, plus the 
location. 

Should I have a survey? A 

survey is similar to a health check 
for your new home. While it may 
seem like an unnecessary cost, it's 


the equivalent of a full check-up, 
so you know exactly what you're 
buying and its value. It is worth 
paying a few hundred pounds now 
to save on unexpected expenditure 
and hassle in the future. Some 


homeowners will invest in a survey 
before putting their property on 
the market. This is an effective way 
to identify any issues that might 
need to be addressed before the 
property is listed with an estate 


agent and may accelerate the sale 
process. It also shows potential 
buyers that you care about your 
home and have done everything 
possible to ensure it is ready for the 
new owner.

ON THE ROAD: 



BACKGROUND: The Honda Jazz 
has always offered something rather 
different to supermini buyers. You 
don't get a vast choice of engines or 
sporty handling but what is provided 
is arguably more useful. The biggest 
and cleverest cabin in the class and 
a thoroughly engaging ownership 
experience. This MK3 model was 
launched in 2015 with a single 1.3-litre 
i-VTEC petrol engine option, but a 
further 1.5-litre i-VTEC petrol unit has 
since also been added to the range. 

Plus the brilliant 'Magic Seat' 
system that made the cabin of earlier 
versions so superbly versatile has been 
retained and works well incorporated 
into a large bodyshell that offers a long 
wheelbase by supermni standards, so 
very decent interior space. As a result, 
the Japanese brand is claiming that 
this Jazz 're-defines' what a supermini 
can be. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Jazz 
buyers get two petrol engine options, 
a 1.3-litre i-VTEC petrol unit offering 
102PS and a 1.5-litre i-VTEC variant 
with 130PS. Both are mated to a sweet- 
shifting six-speed gearbox and both 
have to be worked quite hard to give 
of their best. Still, if you push along, 
performance is reasonable and in the 

I. 3-litre model that most will choose, 
62mph from rest can be covered in 

II. 2s en route to 118mph. 

Optional is a CVT automatic 

gearbox, which enables the 1.3-litre 
Jazz to return very reasonable 


efficiency figures - 61.4mpg on the 
combined cycle and 106g/km of 
C02. We'd suggest this variant to be 
appropriate for urban-based buyers 
only though. 

Around the corners, this third 
generation model feels reasonably 
sharp thanks quite feelsome steering 
and an 'AHA' 'Active Handling Assist' 
system that helps get traction down 
through the bends. Over longer 
distances, you'll notice the decent 
refinement too. There's also some 
clever technology, like the 'Intelligent 
Speed Limier'. Working in conjunction 
with a Traffic Sign Recognition' system, 
this set-up knows what the prevailing 
speed limit is and limits your pace 
accordingly, so here's no chance of 
absent mindedly creeping past 30mph 
and getting zapped by a roadside 
camera. 

DESIGN AND BUILDWORD: 

Exterior changes align the Jazz with the 
latest Honda family style, incorporating 
the 'Solid Wing Face' headlight 
signature and grille used on the larger 
Civic model. The front bumper is 
sharply sculpted, with more aggressive 
contours around the air vents. At the 
rear, shallower grille sections are linked 
by a gloss black trim strip above a 
trapezoid lower section. 

The interior now features a unique 
pinstripe pattern on the upholstery and 
a leather-wrapped steering wheel and 
gear knob, all of which are enhanced 
by orange stitching. As before, there's 


a huge windscreen that imparts a 
genuine feel of airiness up front. It 
extends way overhead, meeting the 
roof panel a good few inches aft of 
where you'd normally expect that 
junction. This, along with the large 
front quarter windows, provides 
respectable forward visibility. Boot 


capacity measures 354-litres, with 
space extending to 884-litres with 
the 'Magic Seats' folded. The dash is 
dominated by either a five-inch LCD 
multi-information display or a seven- 
inch Honda Connect infotainment 
touchscreen, depending on model 
grade. The screen is driven by Android 


'phone technology and features 
smartphone-style 'pinch, swipe and 
tap' operation. In addition, it offers 
MirrorLink functionality, which means 
that it'll replicate the display and 
workings of your Android smartphone. 
Those betrothed to Apple will have to 
buy a clunky aftermarket case. 


MARKET AND MODEL As 

before, Honda has priced this Jazz 
against higher quality offerings in the 
supermini segment, so expect to be 
payment Volkswagen Polo rather than 
Ford Fiesta money for one. 

Prices start at around £14,000 and 
there's an £1,100 premium to pay if 
you want the CVT automatic gearbox. 
The volume 1.3-litre 102PS i-VTEC 
petrol unit is on offer across a choice 
of three trim levels - 'S', 'SE' and 'EX'. 

If you want the 130PS 1.5 i-VTEC unt, 
you'll need the more dynamic 'Sport' 
variant. 

Specifications are generous across 
the range, with base-grade 'S' models 
fitted with convenience features such 
as air conditioning, cruise control 
with speed limiter and dusk sensing 
auto lights. Every grade comes with 
Honda's City-Brake Active to help avoid 
low-speed accidents. The mid-grade 
'SE' model adds front and rear parking 
sensors, electrically adjustable and 
heated door mirrors and 15" alloy 
wheels. Honda's Driver Assistance 
Safely Pack is also included, giving 
owners the extra reassurance of five 
advanced active safety aids. 

Customers opting for the 'SE' or 
'EX' models will also benefit from the 
Honda Connect in-car infotainment 
system as standard. This Android- 
based system features an app-based 
'pinch, swipe and tap' interface 
accessed on a seven-inch touchscreen 
in the centre of the dash.
